at Gibraltar, of which the following are extracts ? 


Extra of triplicate of a letter from Lard Vifcount Howe to 
Mr Stephens, dated on board the Viftory, Ofober 21. 1782, 
Cape Spartel E. N. E. 40 leagues. 

ESERVING the more particular account of my proceed- 

ings to be delivered on my return to England, I fend 
the Pegay-cutter uow to acquaint you, for the information of 
the Lords, Commifhoners of the Admiralty, that after much 
delay by contraty winds and very vofavourable weather, the 
figet arrived off of Cape St Vincent on the oth inftant. 
According to the advices previoufly obtained, I had reafon 
to expect to find the enemy off of Cape St Mary’s; bur by au- 
thentic intelligence I had then an op ity to procure, I 
‘learhed that the combined ficets; pe SY of three 
and rwo-decked fhips, had taken a {tation, fome titne before, in 
Gibraltar Bay. 
On the morning of the ritly the fleet entered the Straits, 
and the van arriving off Gibraltar Bay a thort time, after the 
clofe of day, a very favourable opportunity offered for the {tore- 
thips to have reached their deflined anchorage without molefta- 
ton from the enemy ; but, for want of timely attention to the 
circumf{tances of the navigation, pointed out in the inftractions 
communicated by Captain Curtis, only four of the 31, which 
had ere company with the fleet on the paflage, effected their 
urpofe. ‘ 

. Ver tempeftuous weather, in the night of the roth, had put 
two of the enemy’s two-decked thips on fhore, a third loft her 
foremaft and bowfprit, and a fourth had been driven under the 
works of the garrifon, and captured: Two more went out of 





the Bay to the eaftward. With the reft of their force they 
put to fea the evening of the 13th to interrupt the introduction 
of the remaining ftore-fhips ; and having the wind a W. N. 
W. they bore dowa upon the fleet, then off Fangerolle, in or- 
der of battle. Upon fight of the fleet ({tanding to the fouth- 
ward) about nine that night, they appeared to haul to the wind 
on the larboard tack. In the morning of the 14th, the ficet 
being to the fouthward of the enemy fix or feven leagues, and 
the wind changing foon after to the eaftward, the opportunity 
was taken to pafs fuch of the ftore-thips as were then with the 
flect into the Bay. 

On the night of the 18th, the reft of the ftore-fhips, which 
had been ordered to a fpecial rendezvous with the Buffalo, on 
fight of the enemy on the 13th (the Thompfon viétualler, that 
had parted company in the mean time, excepted) were likewife 
anchored in Rofia-bay, The troups embarked in the fhips of 
war, together with a large fupply of powder, being landed at 
the fame time, and the wants of the garrifon amply provided 
for in every refpect, I propofed taking advantage immediately 
of the eaflerly wind, which had prevailed the two or three pre- 
ceding days, for returning through the Straits to the weftward. 

At break of day on the 1gth, the combined force of the e- 
nemy was at a little diftance to the N. E. The fleet being at 
that time fo nearly between Europa and Ceuta Points, that 
there was not {pace to form in order of battle on either tack, I 
repaffed the Straits, follawed by the enemy. 

The wind changing next morning (the zoth) to the north- 
ward, the combined fleets (cunfilting of forty-five or forty-fix 
fhips of the line) {till retained the advantage of the wind. 

The Britith fleet being formed to leeward to receive them, 
they were left, uninterruptedly, to take the diftance at which 
they fhould think fit to engage. They began their cannonade 
at fan-fet, on the van and rear, feeming to point their chief ar- 
tack on the latter, and continued their, fire along their whole 
line, at a confiderable diftance, and with little effet, until ten 
at night. It was returned occafionally from different thips of 
the flect, as their nearer approach at times afforded a more fa- 
vourable oppurtunity for making any impreflion upon them. 

The enemy hauling their wind, and the Britith fleet keeping 
on all night with the full fail dire@ted before the commence- 
ment of their fire, the fleets are now much feparated ; but as I 
conceive the knowledge of the relief of Gibraltar may be of 
much confequence at this time, I take the opportunity, while it 
is now almoft calm, and the fhips are refitting the damages 
they have futtained in their malts and rigging by the enemy’s 
fire, to forward this difpatch without further delay. 

P.S, ‘The Minerva naval tranfport, with the baggage of 
the regiments embarked in the thips of war, feparated from the 
fleet in the night of the 13th, and was, I hear, fince taken by 
the enemy. 


Extrad of a letter from Lord Vifcount Howe to Mr Stephens. 
Or d on board the ViGtory at Sea, O. 24. 1782. 
EEMING it effential to his Majefty’s fervice, that the 

debarkation of the troops and ftores at Gibraltar fhould 
be communicated to the Lords Commifhioners of the Admiral- 
ty as foon as poflible, I fent the Peggy cutter the 2rft inftant, 
with a general report of my proceedings, in execution of my ors 
ders, to that period. 

A duplicate of that report went in the Buffalo, ordered for 
England the next day, on account of the ftate of her wounded 
maits ; and I enclofe a triplicate of the fame by this convey- 
ance, to conne&t the relation of the different circumftances re- 
{pecting the employment of the fleet, which have fince occur- 
red. Some of the fhips having faftained more damage in their 
mafts and yards, by the fire of the enemy on the 2oth, than 
was at firft obferved, the neceffary :epairs were not completed 
until the 22d. —_ But as it was moftly calm, in the mean time 
no advantage could have been made of an‘opportunity to follow 
the enemy, (who, when laft feen on the 21{t, were {tanding off 
to the N. N. W. by the wind on the ftarboard tack) if the 
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malts had been earlier fecured. 


A lilt of the killed and wounded will likewife 
this difpatch. 1 have only to exprefs my regret, that the li 
confidence the enemy thewed in their fuperiority, by keeping 
always as near as they could haul to the wind, prevented the 
full effect of the animated exertions, which, I am fure, would 
have been made by every officer and feaman in the fleet under 
ry command, if they could have clofed with their opponents : 
Bat as 1 judged fuch nearer approach could not then be fea- 
fonably attempted, I made no change in the difpofition of the 
fhips, as formed at firft to receive the enemy. 

For fimilar reafons, I do not dwell mere particularly on the 
merits of the Flag Officers of the fleet on the fame occafion, 
being certain they would difregard i commendations of their 
efforts againft an enemy who declined giving them an opportu- 
nity to difcharge the duty of their ftations, in repelling a more 
ferious attack: Butat the fame time I am reminded ot the ad- 
vantages derived to. his Majetty’s fervice, from the extenfive 
knowledge of the difficult navigation within the Straits acqui- 
red by, and the unremitted afliduity of, my firft Captain, Le- 
vefun Gower. 

Having had but very little wind from the N. E. chiefly fince 
the 21ft, I cannot much longer, with pradence, (under the re- 
daced ftare of the water and f{tores in many of the thips) make 
the purfuit of the enemy’s fleets, which, I fuppofe, are on their 
return to Cadiz, the firft object of my attention. 

Captain, Duncan, of the Victory, taking his paffage in the 
Latona, is charged with this difparch; and as Captain Curtis, 
who was fent off to me for the lait time, on the 19th, with 
General Elliot’s confidential fentiments, coald not be put on 
fhore again, in confequence of the return of the enemy from 
the eattward that morning, I have appointed him to command 
the Victory for the time being, until their Lordships pleafure is 
fignified for his future conduét.

E. pleafed to acquaint my Lords Commiflioners, that the

@x {ail of the line were here before: 
At eight o’clock in the morning of the 13th, the tén bat- 
tering fhips ofuhe-cnaemy-lying atahe head of the Bay, under 
the cominand of Admiral Moreno, began to get under fail, in 
order to come againft the Garrifon; every thing was in readi- 
nefs for their reception. .At ten the Admiral’s thip was placed 
about’one thoufand yards from the King’s Baftion, and com- 
menced his fire. The others were very {hoitly afterwards poft- 
ed'to the notth aid fouth of him, at finall diftances afunder, 
and began their,cannonade. They were all fixed to the fta- 
tions allotted them in a matterly manner. Our batteries open- 
ed as the enemy came before them The fire was very heavy 
on both fides ; the red-hot. fhot were feat with fuch precifion 
from the Garrifon, that in the afternoon the fmoke was feen to 
iflue from the upper part of the Admiral, and one other, and 
mien were perceived to be ufing fire engines, and pouring water 
into the holes, endeavouring to extinguith the fire. Their ef- 
forts proved ineffedual; by one o’clock in the morning the two 
before-mentioned were in flames, and feveral others aétually on 
fire, though as yet not in fo great a degree. Confufion was now 
plainly oblerved among them, and the numerous rockets thrown 
up from-each of the fthips, was a clear demonftration of their 
great diftrefs: Their fignals were anfwered from the enemy’s 
ficet, and they immediately began to take away the men, it be- 
ing impoflible to remove the fhips. I thought this a fit oppor- 
tunity to employ my gun-boats, and I advanced with the whole 
{twelve in number, each carrying a twenty-four, or eighteen 
pounder) and drew them up fo as to flank the line of the 
enemy’s battering fhips, while they were annoyed extreme- 
ly by an exceflive heavy .and well-direéted tire from the 
garrifon. The fire from. the gua-boats was kept up. with 
great vigour and effect. The boats of the enemy durft 
mot. approach ; they abandoned their fhips, and the -men 
left in them to our mercy, or to the flames. ‘he day-light 
now appeared, and two falucas, which had not yet efcaped 
endeavoured to get away; but.a thot from a gun-boat kill- 
ing five men in one of them, they fubmitted. The fcene at 
this time before me was dreadful to a high degree, numbers of 
men crying from amidit the flames, fome upon pieces of wood 
in the water, others appearing in the fhips where the fire had as 
yet made bat little progrefs, all exprefling by {peech and gefture 
the deepeft diitrefs, and all_imploring ailittance, formed a fpec- 
tacle of horror not éafily to be deferibed. Every exertion was 
made to relieve them 3 and I have inexpreflible happinefs in in- 
forming my Lords, that the number faved amounts to 13 offi- 
cers and 344 men.. One officer and twenty-nine wounded, 
(fome of them dreadfully) taken from among the flain in the 
holds, are in our hofpital, and many of them in a fair way. 
The blowing up of the fhips around us, as the fire got to the 
magazines, and the firing of tae cannon of others, as the metal 
became heated by the flames, rendered this a very perilous em- 


» ployment ; but we felt it as much a duty to make every effort 


to relieve our enemies from fo fhocking a fituation as an hour 
before we did to aflift in conquering them. ~ ‘The lofs of the e- 
nremy miuit have been very confiderable. Great numbers were 
killed on board, and in boats. Several launches were funk. 
In‘one of them were fourfcore men, who were all drowned, 
except an officer.and twelve of them, who were floated under 
our walls upon the wreck. It was impoffible that greater ex- 
ertions could have been nrade to prevent it, but there is every 
veafon to believe, ‘that a great many wounded perifhed’in the 
flames. All the battering thips were fet on fire By our hot fhot 
except one, which we afterwards burnt. ‘The Admiral left his 
flag flying, and it was confumed with the thip. 

A_ large hole was beat in the bottom of my boat, my cox- 
fwain was killed, and two of the crew were wounded by pieces 
of timber falling on her when one of the battering fhips blew up. 
ji fome caufe funk one of my gun-boats, and damaged ano 
ther. 

Two of the enemy’s bomb-ketches were brought forward, 
and continued to throw thells into the garrifon during the at- 
tack of the battering thips. 

_ A confiderable detachment of feamen did daty as Artiller- 
ifts upon the batteries, and_gave great {atisfa€tion. 

The officers and men of the ‘brigade of feamen under my 
command, in whatever fications they were placed, behaved in 
a manner highly becoming them. 

T have the honour to inclofe herewith a lift of the battering 
fhips, They were of different fizes, from 1400 to 600 tons 
burthen. ‘Their guns, in all 212, were brafs twenty-fix poun- 
ders, and entirely new. 

The enemy had colleéted, from different ports, between two 
and three hundred large boats, befides a vaft number belonging 
to this vicinity, to be employed in carrying troops, or any o- 
om fervices connected with their operations again{t this for- 
trefs. 

The lofs in the brigade of feamen on the 13th and 14th, 
confidering the nature of the attack, has been very trifling, hav- 
ing had only one killed, and five wounded.

On the ‘afternoon of the roth, it blew very frefh from the 
fouth welt.» ‘ke. enemy made many fignals along’ fhore, and 
two frigates andya cutter arrived from the weftward. ‘Towards 
the following morning the gale increafed, and guns of dittrefs 
were, heard.trom the cambined fleets in the Bay. Juft at the 
break-of day, the Saint Michacl, a Spanifh fhip mounting 72 
guns, was difcovered very near the garrifon, in a crippled tate, 
and after having two men killed and two wounded from the 
fire of our batteries, he fell on fhore near to the South Baftion. 

3 the day advanced, the fleet of the enemy appeared to have 
fuffered confiderably by the gale. A fhip of the line and a fri- 


the line-had loft her forema(t and bowfprit. A thip of three 
decks, and another of the line, were forced from their anchors, 
and ran to the eaftward ; feveral others were driven far over to- 
wards the garrifon, bat withal to the northward. I took pof- 
feflion of the Saint Michael as foon as pofhble, landed the pri- 
foners, and carried out anchors to prevent her going further on 
fhore. I have no doubt of faving her : She is a very fine thip, 
and was commanded by Don Juan Moreno, a Chef D’Efcadre, 
and had on.poard about 650 men. 

At threein the afternoon of the 11th, the fignals made by 
the enemy indicated the approach of the Britith fleet. “I'he 
Latona anchored in the Bay foon after fun-fet. Only four of 
the convoy fetched into anchorage, the remainder were driven 
to the back of the rock, to which place the fleet alfo repaired. 


Extra of a letted from Captain Curtis to Mr Stephens, Se- 
cretary of the Admiralty, dated on board the Vittory at fea, 
Odeber 22. 1782. 

HE Admiral Lord Howe having conducted the remain- 
ing fhips of bis convey into the Bay of Gibraltar on the 
evening of the 18th, and landed the troops at the fame time, 

General Elliot charged me with the final communications his 

Excellency had to make to his Lordthip, and I embarked on 

board the Latona frigate, for the purpofe of repairing to the 

Vigtory,. and left the. Bay about midnight. Tine fituation of 

the enemy’s fleet the next morning, cut off my return to Gib- 

raltar, and I was put on board this fhip in the evening, when 
the fleet hrought to, after it had gained the Atlantic. 

I havegreat pleafure in acquainiing my Lords, that the Saint 
Michael, a Spanifh man of war, of 72 guns, which being dri- 
ven from her anchors in a gale of wind very early onthe morn- 
ing of the 11th, and captured under the walls of Gibraltar, as 
mentioned in my letter of the 16th, was got off on the 17th, 
and has not received the leaft damage. She is a very fine fhip, 
of large dimenfions, and I am forry that having loft her miz- 
zen-maft, and the moft of her flores being taken out to lighten 
her, it was impoflible to fend her home with the fleet. 

The enemy threw a prodigious number of fhells at the Saint 
Michael, while’ fhe was on fhore, with the intent to deftroy 
her; and’they annoyed us exceflively in the getting her off, 
but without any obftruction to our work, or doing us any ma- 
terial damage.
